The effect of this limitation is practically 


to confine the work of the conference to formu- 
lation of a program, advice as lo its application, 
and moral leadership of private agencies. Di- 
rectly, the federal government's only opportun- 
ity of relieving unemployment would be through 
the undertaking of public improvements on a 
large scale—such work as roads, dams, irriga- 
tion and reclamation work. Forestry, and the 
like. But inasmuch as these things could not be 
started without large appropriations, they arc 
out of the question within tlic limits laid down 
by President Harding for the conference. 


Leaving aside any discussion of the wisdom 


of the president's position, dictated as it obvi- 
ously is by the earnest wish lo reduce federal 
taxation, it appears that the effect of the pro- 
nouncement is to throw the burden of actual re- 
lief in the unemployment siluatiofn upon stales 
and local communities. We shall look lo the 
federal conference to tell us what to do and, per- 
haps, how to do it. But the doing is plainly to 
be left to the citizens of each locality, according 
to the needs of their condition and their own 
abilities. It emphasizes Ihc need in every com- 
munity that is faced wilh unemployment—and 
what community has not now its uncomfortable 
share of it?—of 
the prompt formation of 


some agency that may act for the community 
in co-operation with Ihe government program. 
And just as (lie federal government's advisory 
conference includes representatives of all inter- 
ested groups in the country, so should thp local 
agency which is to be the executive of the poli- 
cies drafted in Washington, Ihc interpreter of 
them in terms applicable locally, be representa- 
tive of every group in the community. City and j 
county government, civic societies, workers and j 
employers should all be represented,, and by 
their best. Men and women who can and will 
•work, and who will forget personal or group 
aims and prejudices in Ihc interest of the united 
community's welfare arc the only limber than 
can be useful in the erection of local unemploy- 
ment councils.
